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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of Group II, claims 30-34 in the reply filed on 
December 8, 2006 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that it would not constitute 
an undue burden to search both inventions. This argument has been considered, but not found 
persuasive. MPEP § 808.02 recites that for the purposes of the initial requirement of a restriction, 
a serious burden on the examiner may be prima facie shown if the examiner shows by 
appropriate explanation either separate classification, separate status in the art, or a different field 
of search as defined in MPEP § 808.02. Since the Examiner has shown a separate status in the art

for the two groups of claims, a burden for examining both groups has been shown. 
The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL.

Reissue Applications 

2. An inquiry is made into the existence of an assignment of this application. It is noted that 
there is a statement of non-assignment filed April 12, 2004. However USPTO records indicate 
that an assignment was filed on May 31, 2006.

Claims 3^ ••34 are rejected as being based upon a defective reissue oath under 35 U.S.C. 
25 1 as set forth above. See 37 CFR 1 . 1 75. 

The error relied upon to support the reissue application is not sufficient See MPEP 
1414, section 11. Applicant does not identify a single word, phrase or expression in the claim and 
how it renders the original patent inoperative or invalid. The nature of the defect(s) in the oath is 
set forth in the discussion above in this Office action.

7. Claims 30-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by United States 
Patent no. 4.673,609, Hill. 
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Regarding claim 30 

Hill discloses a unidirectional panel comprised of panel of transparent (substrate) 
material having a first design visible from one side yet not the other, (column 2, lines 23-30). 
The design (second coating) on the panel is superimposed on a pattern of opaque elements (first 
coating), (column 3, lines 10-33), meeting the limitations of claim 30. 
Regarding claims 31-34 

The panels can be used on vehicles (motor vehicles), (colunrn 2 1 , lines 49-67), meeting 
the limitations of claim 31. 

The pattern of the panel can be in the form of indicia, (column 22, lines 52-60), meeting 
the limitations of claim 32. 

The design portion of the panel can have two or more colored areas, (column 14, lines 
38-SO), meeting the limitations of claim 33. 

The panel can be attached to a vehicle windshield, (colunui IS, lines 1 1-24), meeting the 
limitations of claim 34.
